Qu—Is it still legal to park an 
automobile in front of a fire hy- | 
drant? 

A—Your question does not quite 
cover the ground, and cannot be 
answered especially. Section 587 
of the California Vehicle Code pro- 
vides that “No person shall stop, 
park or leave standing any vehi- 
cle within 15 feet of a fire hy- 
drant except when local author- 
ities indicate a different distance 
by signs or markings, and except 
when such vehicle is attended by 
a licensed operator or chauffeur 
who is seated in the front seat 
and who can immediately move 
such vehicle in case of necessity.” 

Q—I was given a traffic cita- 
tion recently and directed to ap- 
pear in court at a place approxi- 
mately 400 miles from my home. 
Thie would be a hardship to travel 
that distance. Can I be repre- 
sented by another? 

A—Section 741 of the Vehicle 
Code provides that a written 
promise to appear in court may 
be complied with by an appear- 
ance of counsel.

Red Cross Fires Gun For 


Greatest Drive In History 


At present three first aid 
classes being conducted within the 
Upland chapter of the Red Cross. 
These are in charge of E. Tweed 
Stone and two of the classes are 
in Upland and one at Alta Loma. 

Two first aid stations are also 
in operation in the territory of 
the Upland chapter—one at Eti- 
wanda and the other at- Camp 
Baldy. It is interesting to note 
that during the winter season of 
skiing and tabogganing there is 
an average .of 25 first aid cases 
at the Camp Baldy station on 
Sundays. 

However, the big first aid pro- 
ject now being carried on by the 
American Red Cross is the plan 
for its greatest first aid program 
in history—that of training a na- 
tion-wide corps of civilian defense 
workers as instructors in war- 
time first aid. And Red Cross of- 
ficials estimate this project will 


_ bring the number of Red Cross 


first aid trainees to more than a 
million for this coming year. 


These courses will emphasize 
treatment of war gas cases, con- 
trol of bleeding, transportation of 
the wounded and other first aid 
problems now being experienced 
in bombed civilian centers of Eur- 
ope and the Orient. 

During the past year the Red 
Cross issued more than 500,000 
first aid certificates, largest num- 
ber in its history this far. In ad- 
dition to training instructors for 
civilian defense, the Red Cross is 
widening training of first aid in- 
structors in the army, navy, CCC 
and for municipal police and fire 


departments—-and corps of in- 


30 army and navy camps and sta-| 
tions, while graduates are teach-| 
ing standard first aid to thous- 
ands of service men. 

Soon more than a milliqn vol- 
unteers will visit the homes and 
offices of America to invite their 
countrymen to rénew their pledge 
of confidence in the Red Cross by 
joining its ranks. About a hun- 
dred of these workers will be do- 
ing this great work in the con- 
fines of the Upland chapter. 


The work here is well organiz- 
ed and this number of solicitors 
have already signified their will- 
ingness to perform this altruistic 
service. Quota for the Upland 
chapter has been set at a mini- | 
mum of 1989, more than double | 
that of last year. 

The recruiting of nurses for the 
army and navy, essential training 
of our civilian defense forces must 
be done quickly—and above all, 
the Red Cross must fulfill its ob- 
ligations to America’s armed 
forces. And remember——the Red 
Cross is the only organization 
privileged to work with the men 
in the camps, bases and hospitals 
and their families back home.

DAVIS BLAMES FRENCHMAN 

Howard Pierce Davis, foreign 
correspondent, spoke on the sub- 
ject of “Hitler’s Hurricane”, re- 
viewing Hitler’s rise to power as 
a small breeze, then a strong wind, 
and finally a hurricane which en- 
gulfed Europe.
